RICH HISTORY 

While we’re used to popping to our local DIY 
store and choosing from an endless selection of 
shades, there hasn’t always been such a huge 
variety. In prehistoric times, we were limited 
by a palette that consisted of materials obtained 
from the earth - such as charcoal, ochre and 
calcium. The Ancient Egyptians added blue and 
green to the mix, using a copper mineral to 
create strong, vibrant colours. 

As the human race evolved, the 
appreciation of art became a key part of the 
Enlightenment and painting became more 
popular. In 1776, William Reeves launched 
a business producing cakes of watercolour for 
creative aristocrats to buy, so that they could 
indulge in their new pastime. During the 
industrial revolution, paint companies 
developed advanced chemical processes 
which enabled a rainbow of colours to be 
made for a whole new audience of home- 
improvers to use.

DIANTHUS CARYOPHYLLUS’ 



Our resident flower fanatic 
Seoana Sherry -Brennan tells 
us more about this popular 
perennial. 

“Available in a spectrum of 
colours, each of which 
symbolises a different 
sentiment or emotion, 
Carnations are also the birth 
flower for the month of 
January. Petals in pink hues are 
the most emblematic, and 
according to Christian legend, 
first appeared on Earth as Jesus 
was carried on the cross.

The formal name for the 
flower, ‘dianthus’, comes from 
the Greek for ‘heavenly flower’, 
and some scholars believe that 
the name carnation comes 
from ‘coronation’ or ‘corone’ 
meaning flower garlands, as it 
was one of the flowers used in 
Greek ceremonial crowns. 
Carnations require well- 
drained, neutral to slightly 
alkaline soil and full sun, and 
will grow up to 80cm tall.”

“The temperature has dropped, trees are 
slumbering and it’s time to draw old things to 
a close and start afresh. But don’t lie dormant 
for too long because you’ll miss out on what 
a winter plot has to offer you - and you’ll be 
pleasantly surprised at just how much that is! 

We’re right in the heart of Mother Nature’s 
down time, but there’s still plenty going on in 
the edible garden. Robust brassicas and super- 
hardy root veg are hunkering down waiting 
for the next harvest, and fruit trees and bushes 
are awaiting their annual trim. 

It’s a key time to order new stock too, so 
get online or snuggle up with a seed catalogue 
and dream of spring. 


Your fruit stores should be full now - 
check regularly for signs of rot and bitter pit, 
removing unhealthy fruits as soon as the 
symptoms appear. Think carefully about 
where you want to plant new stock too - 
replant disease can occur if you continually 
choose the same location. 

It’s also time to start pruning! Trees, vines 
and bushes will all benefit from your efforts. 
Focus on removing diseased and damaged 
growth, keeping tools razor-sharp. 

Once you’ve completed this job, a bonfire 
will probably be in order. Sprinkle the 
resulting wood ash around non-ericaceous 
crops for a gentle potash boost.”

GARDEN GOSSIP 

Sarah Raven 


The queen bee of the British gardening scene reveals her planting 
advice for the month and shares a fantastic offer with you 


T here is almost nothing nicer than 

a home-grown, freshly dug new potato, 
in the pot and eaten within half an hour 
of emerging from the ground. 1 lilce to add a sprig 
of mint to the boiling water for the last five 
minutes, for an extra dash of deliciousness. Until 
you’ve tasted that, you haven’t tasted a true potato, 
and you don’t even need a garden to do it! 
Growing potatoes in large pots, or even robust 
garden bin-liners, is easy to do on a balcony or 
deep and sheltered window-ledge. 

If you fancy giving it a try, late January is the 
perfect moment to chit your potatoes. 'Chitting’ 
means getting the potato to sprout - just lilce they 
do if you leave them in the Icitchen cupboard for 
too long! To do this, place your spuds in a light, cool 
(but frost-free!) place at about 10°C. Each seed 
potato will have a rounder, blunt end with 


a number of 'eyes’ - place them with this side 
facing up. 1 put half of mine in the porch, by the 
window, and half in the greenhouse. Light is 
important, so don’t shove them right at the back of 
a shed. If you only have a few tubers, line them up 
in egg cartons. 

There is great debate about the necessity of 
chitting, but in our comparisons at Perch tJill, it 
guarantees a quicker and slightly larger harvest. 
With early varieties (my favourites are Winston’, 
and 'BeUe de Fontenay’), it gets them off to a flying 
start, so we can begin the harvest by the end of 
June. We also do it for blight-prone, maincrop 
potatoes lilce the very tasty 'Pinlc Fir Apple’. It 
malces them grow faster and form larger tubers 
once planted out, so we can get in a crop in August 
or early September, before the worst of the blight 
talces hold. 


Keep an eye on your potatoes and wait for 
strong, short green shoots to appear from the eyes, 
about 8-lOcm long. If you want to maximise the 
size of your potatoes, rub off all but three or four at 
the top end of the tuber before planting out in 
March and April. Earlies need to be planted 12- 
15cm deep, spacing them 30cm apart, with 60cm 
between each row. Plant maincrops 12-15cm deep 
as well, but leave 40cm between each potato and 
75cm between the rows for the perfect crop.

SECLUDED RETREAT 

CALL OF 

How Liz Hallam brought the rich natural colours of the 
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beautifal Scottish landscape indoors

T he Scottish Highlands are one of the most romantic 
places in the world, with a magical atmosphere 
which gets under the skin of every visitor. Getting 
the Caledonian sleeper from Euston and walcing up in Fort 
William is an adventure in itself, but the journey from 
Derbyshire up the M6 is not to be sniffed at either. 

Liz Hallam, a landscape designer, and her husband 
Richard, know it well. They are based in Chesterfield with 
their two grown-up sons, Isaac and Joe, and have always 
holidayed in Scotland, more so since they built a house on the 
Isle of Mull, where they hope to retire soon. 

Their second holiday home is Stag Cottage, in Polloch, one 
of the least explored villages of the West Highlands, around 
eight miles north of the village of Strontian. Property doesn’t 
come up for sale in this location very often. The area is rich in 
history and offers the chance for residents to discover one of 
the last wildernesses. The village sits on the banks of the River 
Polloch, one of the most famous sea trout rivers in Argyll, 
which leads from Loch Shell to Loch Doilean. 


“We bought Stag Cottage because we won’t want to live 
on Mull all the year around,” says Liz. “When we started 
looking, our priority was to find somewhere that we could 
easily get to from the ferry terminal on the mainland. I was 
thrilled when I spotted the cottage on Right Move. The 
property had been built for the gamekeeper of the Glen Hurich 
estate in the late 19th-century and been updated over the 
years, but there was still plenty of potential.” 

BEAUTY SPOT 

“I was keen because I knew the cottage was incredibly 
remote and the scenery would be beautiful,” Liz explains. 

“I knew if I loved the location I would love the house, after all 
- you can change anything in a house.” The nearest town is 
Fort William, which is a 50 minute ferry journey across Loch 
Linnhe. There is a well-stocked store, craft shop and a pub in 
the village of Strontian - six miles away from the house - so 
Liz knew she might be secluded but she would never be 
totally isolated.

Richard, who is retired, was able to drive up to Scotland 
straight away while Liz was at work. He took photos of the 
cottage to show her and their offer was accepted the following 
day. When the couple became the proud owners of the 
property it was the first time Liz had actually seen the cottage 
- and she wasn’t disappointed when she stepped inside. 

The journey to her little hideaway gave her the chance to 
soak in some splendid scenery. “As we drove up and over the 
mountain road there were incredible views of the Highlands 
and Loch Doilet, and Stag Cottage was tucked away at the end 
of a forest track like a hidden gem,” she says. 

The two-bedroom cottage didn’t need any structural work 
but was outdated with lots of orange pine cladding. The couple 
had made plans to fit a new kitchen and bathroom and re- 
decorate throughout, and Liz had already started thinking 
about the decor. 

MATERIAL GIRL 

She absolutely loves textiles and is very fond of old furniture 
and memorabilia. “I can’t walk past a fabric shop without 
popping in for a look,” she admits. “I also love visiting antiques 
shops and car boot sales. I can’t stop buying fabric and 1 fall in 
love with old pieces - even if I don't know where I'm going to 
put them. I've got a stand now at my local flea market with the 
theory that I sell the things I can’t keep so I’ve got room to buy 
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some more as I love my collections so much.” 

The landscape around Liz’s new home inspired her new 
decor. “This area is rugged but has a very soft landscape too, 
so the colours are really watered down,” she says. “My 
approach was to bring those muted shades of browns, greens, 
greys and heathers into the cottage.” 

Liz’s starting point was sparked by a plaid wool throw she 
found in a shop near work in Matlock, made by Abraham 
Moon. The humble throw then became an even more 
important fixture, when her brother bought exactly the same 
one for her at Christmas! “It was uncanny,” says Liz, “but he 
knows me well. The earthy colours are similar to the watery 
colours of the landscape and it was only right that the cottage 
should have some tartan.” 

TIMELESS APPEAL 

Rather than add colour to the walls, Liz painted the traditional 
v-lined timber in shades of cream and stone, and introduced 
layers of the outdoor colours in tactile textiles such as 
sheepskin, wool, rugs and patterned fabrics. It is a subdued 
approach that matches the reflective and meditative mood 
here yet the cottage still feels cosy and warm. 

“Being here is about relaxing, eating and drinking,” she 
says. “We enjoy coming in winter time and going for walks 
when the skies are blue and the air is crisp. But it’s lovely to 


come back, stick a few more logs in the wood burner, then 
cosy-up and read, or watch the pine martens in the garden.” 

The sitting room combines fabrics from Abraham Moon 
with blinds and a cushion from James Brindley of Harrogate. 
Matlock Antiques & Collectables supplied the bureau and 
candlesticks and combine well with finds from TX Maxx and 
Dunelm. Liz’s talents came to the fore in her Ikea kitchen. She 
has an eye for finding quirky homewares such as the cute 
candelabra with the birds perched around the rim. Liz enjoys 
balcing and can often be found in the kitchen on a wet day 
rustling up some goodies to eat. 

She and Richard rent out the cottage as a holiday let 
(glenhurich.co.uk) so the bedrooms are simple and 
uncluttered. In the master bedroom guests can enjoy seeing 
the colours of the heather and bracken outside reflected in 
some pink and purple pops of colour. 

The homely atmosphere of the cottage, notable in the 
array of memorabilia arranged artfully around the rooms, is 
not lost on visitors either. The old-fashioned edge is what 
gives it its charm and character, and ensures that guests keep 
coming back. “Often people say coming to Stag Cottage is like 
stepping back in time,” says Liz. “I think it is the solitude that 
malces people feel like that. We’re so far from the modern 
world and there’s no mobile reception; all there is to do is 
admire and enjoy the great outdoors and we love doing that.”

artist s retreat 


Lindy Brockway reveals how she renovated her 
Edwardian property to serve as both her home and studio

F inding the perfect balance between home and work 
life is something which many of us strive for, in order 
to get the best of both worlds. One way to achieve 
such harmony is to unite them within one space, and bring 
your work into your home. For artist Lindy Brockway, 
merging these two areas has enabled her to showcase her 
creations and decorate her home in an entirely unique and 
personal way. 

She was determined to be a hands-on mum, at least while 
her children were small, so her drawing, painting and 
sculpting took a back seat. It wasn’t until her five sons were 
older that Lindy considered how she could use a house to be 
more than just a home. “I was at a stage in my life where my 
children were grown up and I was ready for some 'me’ time,” 


Lindy says. “I thought about moving, and I’d been looking for 
somewhere to live that would be a home, gallery and studio - 
all in one place. I saw this house and loved it. The problem 
was, it really wasn’t big enough to accommodate five growing 
lads and me.” 

Despite falling for the property, an Edwardian home in 
South London, Lindy had to ignore her heart and continue 
with the search. Not long after she viewed the house, the 
owners withdrew it from sale. 

A year passed and during this time her eldest sons began 
to leave home, as they secured their own properties. As luck 
would have it, the house came back on the market, and so 
she and her two youngest sons, 21 year old twins Ludo and 
Milo, moved in.

REFRESH AND REVIVE 

The property had been a busy family home for the last twenty 
years and was looking tired and dated, with chintzy features 
such as floral wallpaper featuring heavily throughout. It wasn’t 
the decor that attracted Lindy though - she was captivated by 
a room at the back of the house. The large space has high 
ceilings and French doors leading out onto the garden, as well 
as a beautiful parquet floor. It was in a sorry state when Lindy 
arrived, ^vith worn varnish and grubby patches, but a quick 
sanding and coating of oil soon made it gleam again. 

In fact, Lindy describes most of the work she did to the 
house as being superficial. Rather than stripping it bare and 
filling it with brand new furniture and objects, she and the 
twins decided to reinvent what was already there. There 
were, however, a few structural changes needed, in order to 
malce the most of the space. “I took out the hall as it was 
divided in half with a lobby, and what should have been an 
elegant sweep was broken up, so I changed it,” Lindy explains. 


“There were lots of little rooms upstairs on the very top floor, 
four bedrooms and a bathroom, so I turned them into two 
spacious bedrooms and a sitting room.” The only other major 
job Lindy needed to do was to put in gas log fires. This meant 
having all the chimneys relined - a costly but worthwhile 
investment, especially when the winter chill talces hold. 

After replacing the garish floral wallpaper with a neutral 
colour, she set about removing the scuffs and marks that had 
been left by years of wear. The marble work in the bathroom 
came back to life with a sand down and polish, and the dated 
cherry pine kitchen cupboards got a much-needed refresh 
with a lick of cream paint. Lindy replaced the gaudy kitchen 
tiles with sophisticated cream options from Fired Earth and 
flexed her crafty muscles by maldng all the curtains herself. 

Once the house was revamped, Lindy turned her attention 
to the garden, installing a water feature to give the grounds 
a focal point. Candles, mirrors and bamboo create a tropical, 
tranquil ambience, transporting visitors away from the hubbub

COLOUR MATCH 


Rather than settling for a store-bought shade, Lindy used 
trial and error to create the perfect hue for her home 


When it comes to choosing a colour for your design scheme, 
carefully consider all the elements in the room, and try to find 
a tone which runs throughout all of the pieces. There's no need to 
match everything perfectly, but in order to achieve a harmonious 
space, there needs to be a sense of continuity. 

"Look at your property in its entirety and not as single rooms," 
Lindy explains. "Once you've selected your fabric, choose the 
same colour for your walls - so that the space flows. The paint I've 
used is my own mixture, and is the result of lots of tests! As soon 
as I had the right shade, which is very close to calico, I took it to 
a decorator who matched it for me and mixed up larger 
quantities so that I could use it throughout my home."

of the city to a peaceful zen garden. What Lindy wanted, and 
has managed to achieve, is an indoor and outdoor space 
that exist together harmoniously, with one complementing 
the other. 

VIEWING GALLERY 

The boldness and panache of Lindy’s house makes it stand 
out from more conventional properties. The distinct 
decorative choices and artwork she has displayed help to 
tell the story of her life. “1 see my home as an alfresco studio 
that reflects the journey 1 have made, from a wife and 
mother to where 1 am now - living the life of a working 
artist,” she says. 


Many artists who practise their craft at home view their 
living spaces as laboratories - places to gather materials and 
test ideas. Through her selection of furniture, artefacts, 
patterns and textures, Lindy has assembled her house to fit 
around her work, and, more importantly, to showcase it. 

“I have designed the house as a backdrop to my work, 
therefore the entire scheme is tonal - with very little colour 
in either the interior or exterior. The neutral scheme frames 
the paintings and sculptures to their best advantage, as well 
as providing a comfortable and welcoming space for clients 
and patrons. 1 want visitors and prospective buyers to see 
the work in a real, lived-in environment, so that they can 
imagine how it would look in their own homes.”

DANISH DELIGHT 

FAMILY TREE 

Artist Jet-te Ranning has respecifallg restored a country 
house that has been in her family for generations

T here’s no place like home” might be an old cliche, but 
it still rings true for Artist Jet-te Ranning. Having lived 
in Paris, Stockholm, New York, Cologne and 
Barcelona, she made sure to come home every Christmas to 
spend time with her nearest and dearest. Now she’s back in 
Denmark - and her family home - for good. 

Jet-te comes from the island of Fyn (or Funen, to us Brits), 
located between mainland Denmark and the island of Zealand, 
where you’ll find Copenhagen. She lives here with her 
children, Nora, 15, and Luca, 6, and their cats, Stella and Hugo. 

RETURN TO YOUR ROOTS 

The house she lives in was built in 1772, and has been in 
Jet-te’s family since the 1950s. “I grew up 20km away, and as 
a child 1 would often get the bus down at weekends to see my 
grandparents, who lived here before me,” she says. “It was 
passed down to my brother, two sisters and I, but I had such 
fond memories of the place that I bought their shares from 
them so I could come here whenever I wanted. For a long 
time I used it as a country hideaway when I visited Denmark, 
but now we live here permanently.” 

The property is situated in Ringe, about half an hour’s 
drive away from Fyn’s main city, Odense. “Originally it was 
a schoolhouse,” says Jet-te. “When my grandparents bought 
it, the dining room was still set up as a classroom, even though 
the school had closed a couple of years before. The old 
schoolteacher still occupied two of the rooms, which were 
divided off from the rest of the house, and now serve as the 
living room and the study.” 

When Jet-te inherited the house, her grandmother had 
been living there alone for several years, so it needed a lot of 
work. “I moved absolutely everything out so that we could 
insulate every single external wall,” says Jet-te. “I also had the 
thatch roof redone, and added dormer windows so that one 
day I can have an extra guest room and a study in the attic.” 

Sadly, the old doors were in a terrible state, so Jet-te had 
new ones made to look exactly like the originals, but without 
the draughts. “I left all the old windows as they were,” she 
says. “But we had secondary glazing handmade and fitted 
inside. Nothing could be bought off the shelf as all the 
measurements are so wonky, so everything is bespoke. I also 
added a new window in the dining room where the external 
school door was, and thankfully the original staircase was in 
good condition, so it just needed sanding.” 


SPACE SAVING 

The layout has largely been kept as Jet-te’s grandparents had 
it, with all of the rooms serving the same purpose. “Even my 
chair and desk is in the same spot that my grandmother 
would sit and work!” says Jet-te. “However, there were some 
features that had to be changed, as they just weren’t practical. 
The living room was dominated by a grand piano, as my 
grandmother was a pianist. Unfortunately, it was just talcing 
up too much space and we had no use for it, so we found it 
a new home.” 

Another change Jet-te made was to knock through a wall 
dividing the Idtchen and the pantry, in order to open up the 
space. The new, larger Idtchen holds the original stove that was

installed when the house was built. “1 found newspapers in it 
from the 1960s, so that must be when it was last lit,” says Jet-te. 
“The chimneys were not working so 1 had them rebuilt, as 
1 was keen to use the stove for cooldng. 1 found all of the 
missing parts for it in the small barn in the garden. Lucidly, my 
grandmother was lilce me in that she never threw anything out.” 

The kitchen units are also her grandmother’s, but they 
were shifted along to accommodate a small folding brealcfast 
table in the corner. The sink came from Jet-te’s previous flat 
in Paris, and she found the hand-painted tiles, which now 
reside above the stove, in a house in Majorca that was about 
to be torn down. “1 am planning to 
modernise the kitchen slightly, but it will 
look very similar to how it does now, as 
it suits the house,” says Jet-te. “It will just be 
more practical. 1 would love a dishwasher.” 

LESSONS LEARNED 

The influence of Jet-te’s jet-set lifestyle can 
be seen throughout the interiors. “In every 
place I’ve lived, my home or my studio has 
been located close to flea markets,” she 
explains. “So 1 can’t help but pick things up 
for the house while I’m there researching 
for my work.” 

In the living room, she covered the 
traditional sofas with simple white covers, 
but added flashes of colour with the orange 
silk cushions bought at an antiques market 
in Barcelona. “1 found the late 19th-century 
coffee table hidden away in the hay-barn of 
a manor house near to where 1 buy eggs,” 
says Jet-te. “Previously it was a kitchen 
table, but 1 asked a local carpenter to 
shorten the legs for me.” 

The melting pot of global pieces 
continues in the dining room, with shells 
picked up in Long Island, napkins from 
a flea market in Barcelona and Spanish 
candlesticks that were a present from Nora. 

“The metal table and bowl were bought in 
Morocco, while the dining table and chairs 
were handmade for my grandparents when 
they got married,” says Jet-te.

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Many of Jet-te’s Christmas memories are strongly linked to 
the house, and consequently the festive season is a really 
important time for the family. “I’ve spent many Christmases 
here, so I malce sure we carry on the family traditions,” she 
says. “We always decorate the tree on December 23rd, but 
don’t light the candles until Christmas Eve.” 

Respecting traditions is very important to Jet-te, whether 
it’s getting together for family festivities or preserving this 
ancient home. “Thatched houses like this are an important 
part of Danish culture, but they are slowly disappearing 
because of the cost,” she says. “I haven’t got loads of money, 
but it is a lifestyle choice for me. Everything I do is in the 
style and the spirit of the house’s heritage and I’m sure that 
when my children take over, they will carry on that spirit.” 


THE BIG DAY 


For Danes, Christmas Eve - or Juleaften - is the 
most significant day of the festive season. 


"We spend the morning wrapping presents, and in the 
afternoon we eat traditional rice pudding made with milk, 
cinnamon and sugar and one almond hidden in it," explains 
Jet-te. "Whoever finds the almond receives a marzipan pig. 
Then we all dance around the tree and sing, before opening 
presents and finally tucking into a big meal of duck, stuffed 
with prunes and apples. Christmas day is a much more relaxed 
affair. We always go for a walk together, whether it's raining, 
snowing or there's a huge storm."

A family's special journey to their perfect 
property was over just in time for Santa

Y ou could search high and low for your dream house 
and still not find what you are looking for. But there 
are those rare times when everything seems to just 
fall into place - and luckily that is exactly what happened for 
Emma and John Sims-Hilditch. Back in 1992, Emma and John 
drove around every village in Wiltshire in pursuit of their first 
home. Fortunately, it wasn’t long before they stumbled across 
a forgotten treasure. 

“We stopped in our tracks when we saw three derelict 
cottages with a small barn attached, in the heart of a perfect 
village,” Emma says. “The property wasn’t for sale and we had 
to discover who owned it before we could ask if we could buy 
it.” The cottages in question date back to 1790 and are Grade II 
listed. They had been used intermittently as a dwelling and 
then a schoolroom, before being left empty. Despite their 
neglected state, many anxious months passed before the 
owner finally agreed to sell. Emma and John then spent a year 
restoring and renovating the cottages to give themselves 
a three-bedroom home with a kitchen and sitting room. The 
barn was a dream in waiting. 


SPACE TO GROW 

Fast forward 15 years and they are now a busy family of five. 
Emma runs her own interior design practice, John is co- 
owner of Neptune, the classic English furniture company, and 
they have three beautiful children, Daisy, Betty and Bill. The 
couple soon realised that they needed more space to cater for 
their growing family, and were granted permission to fulfil 
their dream and rebuild the barn as an open-plan living space. 

They raised the roof of the barn to its original height and 
arranged the interior to give a double height seating area in 
one half, and a new upper storey in the other. This allowed

them to gain a master bedroom and bathroom above the 
dining and kitchen areas. The new home boasts five 
bedrooms, three bathrooms, an open-plan kitchen-diner- 
living space, a beautiful garden room, cosy winter sitting 
room, two offices and a wine cellar. 

“Our aim was to create a building that looked as though it 
been there for generations,” Emma says. “We took a lot of 
inspiration from Belgian properties, particularly the work of 
the Belgian interior architect Axel Vervoordt. His use of 
building materials inspired us in so many ways. When 
reconstructing the barn we used reclaimed Cotswold stone 
worked by master masons. I simply adore the texture of stone 
against the sisal and wood floorings that run throughout 
adjoining areas. 

“The European theme is further complemented by the 
furniture that John has designed, and the soft neutrals I chose 


for painted walls and furnishing linens. We used a lot of new 
wood too, but blended it with the interior by colour-washing it 
with thinned paint. This proved an inexpensive way to obtain 
a beautiful limed effect. The huge glazed barn doors beckon 
floods of light into the surrounding area, something we’d 
never had in the cottage before.” 

CHRISTMAS COUNTDOWN 

The work on the barn and the knock-on re-organisation of 
the rooms took nearly two years to complete, and was 
finished just in time for Christmas. “We always like to 
decorate in time for Daisy’s birthday on the 14th December,” 
Emma explains. 

“At Christmas, our lighting system actually pays second 
fiddle to candles - lots of them. But I was most excited about 
having a living room that could accommodate a three metre

high tree! So, whilst shopping in Belgium, 1 combed the 
shelves of countless shops, until 1 eventually found a set of 
charming hand-sewn tree decorations from the luxury 
concept store, Flamant.

Andrew Loukes reveals the part Petworth 


House played in JMW Turner’s life

1 ^ 
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famous Carved Room, designed by Grinling Gibbons and 
extended by the 3rd Earl. The studio used by Turner and 
other artists in the early 19th century, which is usually off 
limits, will also be open to the public. A selection of props and 
costumes from the film will be on display as well as paintings 
by Timothy Spall in preparation for his role as Turner. 

“Turner arrived at Petworth in 1809,” says Andrew. “The 
3rd Earl had a strong and representative collection of British 
art and wanted to add to it. We think that they would have 
met in London - but we don’t have any correspondence as 
unlike Gonstable, Turner was a 'doer’, not a writer and a lot of 
letters have been lost. Turner made sketches, went fishing 
and produced plenty of paintings for the Earl. 

“He was up very early and would seldom sit and do 
nothing, 1 think his drawing was compulsive and most of it 
was private, not intended to be shown. The sheer volume of 
his work is overwhelming. By the late 1820s and 1830s, 
Turner often came to Petworth for a brealc. It was an open 
house filled with fellow artists such as George Jones and the 
sculptor Francis Ghantrey.” 

Andrew thinks Turner’s legacy lies in the extent of his 
preparation for his private work. “He was incredibly old 
school and his subject matter was actually very conventional.

I f J.M.W Turner could be deified. I’d malce him Janus, god 
of beginnings and transitions. Joseph Mallord William 
made his name at 21, with the exhibition of his first oil 
painting Fishermen at Sea, at the Royal Academy in 1796. His 
work crackles with intensity. It still colours our view of the 
19th century and what it is to live in rapidly changing times. 

“Turner has his own unique energy and keeps us 
fascinated,” says Andrew Loukes, curator at Petworth House, 
which is holding 'Mr Turner - an exhibition’ this January. 
“Like Dickens and Picasso, he was very much a man of his 
time but his work transcends it. Today, just as in his own era, 
he polarises opinion and provokes a reaction. He is very 
Marmite. My parents had a reproduction of Chichester Canal 
and as a child I was bewildered by it- the image was so 
weird. Little did I know it was Turner’s first painting of the 
Petworth estate and that one day I would work here.” 

The exhibition has been inspired by Mike Leigh’s award- 
winning film, Mr Turner, filmed in part at Petworth House 
and Park, in West Sussex. The property was transformed into 
a house of art by George O’Brien Wyndham, the 3rd Earl of 
Egremount, who commissioned Turner to paint for him and 
regularly had artists to stay. 

This means you can view 20 paintings in their natural 
location at Petworth, including the landscapes made for the

He tackled the great themes of classic art, as outlined by Sir 
Joshua Reynolds,” says Andrew. “Turner’s techniques puzzled 
people and although his painting process is often admired by 
fans of Impressionistic and Abstract art, his emphasis was 
really on telling a meaningful story.” 

Petworth has been a family home for over 800 years and 
was remodelled in the baroque style by Charles Seymour, the 
6th Duke of Somerset, following his marriage to an heiress. 
But the Proud Duke’s formal gardens fell out of favour 50 
years later, when Capability Brown worked his magic to 
create the deer park we admire today. 

Turner’s patron, the 3rd Earl, was quite a character. He 
inherited Petworth at the tender age of 11, and land in Ireland 
from his uncle in his 20s. He championed canal building, 
agricultural innovations, bred livestock and racehorses, 
promoted emigration, brought gas to Petworth village and 
avoided matrimony. His annual income was estimated at the 
equivalent of ElOmn in today's money and it was said he 
spent one fifth of it on charitable causes every year. 
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Egremount combined running his estates with a busy 
private life, allegedly fathering 40 children by 15 mistresses. 
He married Elizabeth Hive, mother of seven of his children, 
after he turned 50. But there was no happy ending. Their only 
legitimate child died in infancy and the Earl couldn’t stay 
faithful to Elizabeth. The couple separated permanently after 
two years of marriage and Elizabeth moved to London. 

Petworth passed to the Earl’s nephew after his death in 
1837 and it stayed in his family until death duties and debts 
threatened to bankrupt them in 1952. In an echo of the 3rd 
Earl’s generosity and appreciation of the arts, once the house 
had been accepted by the National Trust, much of the art 
collection was given in lieu of tax to the nation, so the works 
stayed at Petworth, on view to the public. In return the family 
live in one third of the house, and retain part of the estate. 

The current Lord Egremont, is better known as Max 
Egremont, the novelist and biographer.

KNOCK ON WOOD 


Collectables 

Margaret Powling shares the secrets of treen, 
one of the most tactile antiques 


T here is currently a fashion in many 
dining establishments for presenting 
food on anything but a plain, round 
plate. First it was the square plate, then an 
oblong of clouded glass, and now it’s a slab of 
slate or a chunk of wood. 1 wonder how many 
chefs, or their customers, are aware that this 
Innovative’ presentation is firmly rooted - 
literally - in the past? In the days before the 
mass-production of ceramics, wood was used 
to serve all food, even in wealthy households. 
Thus, as trends always tend to do, it has come 
full circle. 

MASS PRODUCTION 

Derived from an archaic word for 'wooden’, 
treen is a generic term for items made of wood. 
Although most references use it to describe 
small, turned wooden objects, you can cast 
aside any romantic notions that such items 
were whittled away by the local village 
carpenter. Jonathan Levi, author of Treen for 
the Table, explains. “It is now clear that 
workshops of varying sizes produced large 
numbers of similar objects,” he says. 

“One only has to look at the pictures of 
chairs in the Chilterns being taken to market, or 
bodgers in the beech woods, or local markets 
with piles of bowls and ladles for sale, to 
understand the scale of production of some 
items by particular workshops.” 

According to Edward Pinto (1901-1972), 
whose accumulation of more than 7,000 treen 
items - widely regarded as the most important 
collection of its kind - now resides in the City 
of Birmingham Museum, “the term [treen] 
never seems to have been applied to furniture 
or other cabinet-made goods or objects such as 
carved wooden figures, designed primarily for 
ornament.” Today, treen refers to items of 
limited size and not of joined construction, so 
continues to exclude not only furniture, but 
large boxes too. 


PRACTICAL 

PURPOSES 

Instrumental in the production of 
turned wood items was the pole 
lathe which, according to Levi, was 
introduced to England by the Iron 
Age Celtic people in around 
200BC. As collectors, we cherish 
the traces left by skilled pole lathe 
turners, but can only use these 
traces for dating purposes in 
combination with stylistic 
considerations, based on 
documented or dated examples. 

Some objects, such as bowls 
and platters, were used by all 
classes of society until the late 17th 
century, when tableware began to be 
made in silver, pewter and ceramic. 
These were adopted by the 
wealthy to begin with, but as 
they became more 
commonplace, the 
wooden service was 
seldom used by 
anyone other than those 
of humble means. 

One interesting point that 
Levi raises is that even though 
we may have difficulty in 
discerning some of their 
functions nowadays, every 
piece of treen was made for 
a specific purpose. “The range of 
specialisation amazes us as well as 
attracts us,” he says. “So when we 
are confronted by a carefully- 
turned object now, whose purpose 
is not immediately obvious, it 
challenges our 
imagination to try to 
understand why our 
ancestors created it.” 


TAKE TURNS 

By its very nature, some woods 'turn’ 
beautifully but are unsuited for carving, 
and vice versa. Woods used in the 
kitchen and for eating and drinking have 
to be free of strong or unpleasant 
odours or flavours. They also need to 
be able to withstand cycles of wetting 
and drying without roughening, splitting or 
warping. Most importantly some woods 
are poisonous - such as yew or iroko - 
and totally unsuitable for domestic wares. 

So what might collectors look for? 
Dairy and eating products offer plenty of 
scope or, if textiles interest you, bobbins or 
wool winders are also popular items. If 
your main interest is the wood itself, build 
your collection using objects of the same 
wood or talce a geographical approach - 
sourcing items made of exotic timbers 
from across the globe. Just remember, 
accurate dating of treen is often 
difficult - a very worn or neglected 
bowl can look far older than a 
well-preserved one twice its age!

Discover how to preserve and protect your wooden 
items with our experts top tips: 

Ensure that any object you introduce to your home is free 
from woodworm. Items that show any sign of activity should 
be treated with one of the proprietary preparations (which 
are easy to use). 

Some consider treen to look its best when waxed and 
polished. The advantage of this is that the wax helps to 
preserve the wood and its colour, as the grain and patination 
is enhanced.

STYLE THROUGH THE AGES 

Art Deco 

In the third instalment of our series, Charlotte 
Barber celebrates the glamour of Art Deco and 
reveals why it is still flourishing today 

T he decade of the Roaring Twenties is best remembered for its 
vibrant cultural scene, booming economy and the start of 
consumerism. From jazz music and fashionable flappers to 
luxury ocean liners and breathtalcing skyscrapers, there was an 
abundance of inspiration and excitement on every corner. 

The 1925 Parisian International Exposition of Modern Decorative 
and Industrial Arts (the root of the term 'Art Deco’) kick-started our 
love affair with the new. Streamlined shapes and bold patterns 
replaced the organic forms and natural motifs of the Art Nouveau 
period. Industrialisation brought new materials, striking colour 


As well as representing luxury and

schemes and abstract forms - all of which embraced the machine-age 
with vigour. Architecture and interior design combined to create 
a powerful impact, unlike anything seen before. 

At its pealc in the 1920s, Art Deco oozed luxury, glamour and 
exuberance. As the Great Depression of the 1930s took hold it became 
a form of escapism, with sunburst and sunrise motifs often appearing 
on entrance gates and as stained glass in front doors to lift the mood 
of the nation. 

The glamour of the silver screen was a huge influence on the most 
fashionable interiors, and Hollywood defined mood lighting, cocktail 
cabinets, mirrors and glossy black lacquered furniture as the height of 
sophistication. Motifs were exciting and eye-popping - chevrons and 
zig-zags were incredibly popular and new materials such as Balcelite, 
steel and chrome were used to great effect. Modern monochrome was 
the quintessential colour palette of the era, with bright colours such as 
green and pink introduced as a contrast. Furniture embraced 
streamlined shapes and focal point fireplaces were often crafted in 
a stepped profile - the classic Art Deco look. 

The discovery of Tutankhamen’s tomb in 1922 saw a wave of 
exoticism sweep the nation, and Egyptian pyramids and sphinxes 
quickly found their way onto furnishings and decorative accessories. 
So, for a touch of faraway chic, introduce zebra print rugs, inlaid wood 
and palm plants to your space. 

Many Art Deco houses have unfortunately been stripped of all 
their original features, so if your home is blessed with authentic 
fixtures and fittings, be sure to cherish them. But if your property 
doesn’t boast wood block parquet flooring or an original tiled 
fireplace, don’t be afraid to mix in reproduction items for a well 
co-ordinated scheme. 

Lighting is a key feature in the Art Deco home - opt for elegant 
uplighters and slender floor lamps to channel the style. In terms of 
fabrics and papers, your first port of call should be the archive prints 
from the interior fashion houses - Harlequin, Osborne & Little and 
Colefax & Fowler all have key Art Deco patterns which will look 
authentic in a period scheme.

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T he start of a new year is the perfect

I nterior design is a world with a language of 
its own, so let’s get away from calling 
ceilings the fifth wall and concentrate on 
something more down-to-earth. 

Kitchen flooring may not sound glamorous 
but it will always be there for you - and every 
piece of dropped toast, before the dog gets it.

appeal. Slate is a great choice for a farmhouse 
kitchen and improves with age. It has 
a naturally riven surface and this texture means 
there will be fewer slip or trip hazards. 

Other natural stones such as limestone can 
draw admiring glances, and the fact that they 
have such beautiful natural variation means 
that no one else will have a floor quite like 
yours. Ceramic tiles are a good-looking option, 
whether you wish to mimic the appearance of 
a natural material or you would relish the idea 
of creating patterns on the floor. 

Remember that the finished result doesn’t 
have to look like a gleaming 1980s’ chequer 
board. Subtle and more ornate shapes are 
available for you to create a distinctive look. 
Colour plays an important part, so talce your 
time when browsing in the show room and 
talce samples of worktops and cabinetry along 
with you so the sales advisors can suggest 
suitable porcelain and terracotta tiles which 
will work with them.

question is the one that you don’t ask. 
Technology in flooring is always developing, so 
listen carefully to find out everything you need 
to know about product care and don’t cut 
corners. Just because something works well on 
your neighbour’s floor doesn’t mean it will do 
the right job for you. 

CHARACTER PIECE 

Never be afraid to think out of the box with 
flooring in an older property. It can be another 
great way of adding personality to your home, 
bringing more texture and excitement. “Some 
people think that parquet can’t be used in the 
kitchen,” says Sara Cox, of Parquet, Parquet, 
(01507 313 470, parquet-parquet.co.uk). 

“But this is simply not true. We just need 
to remember that parquet should have the 
right finish applied and be given regular TLC. 

I recommend that you always buy from 
a professional supplier because you can 
ensure that what you receive will be properly 
identified and from one source. Don’t skimp 
on the quantity because there is always 


wastage in the pattern. It is really a good idea 
to have some spare in case future repairs may 
be necessary, or a cupboard or hearth is 
removed and you need to fill the area. This 
often happens so it pays to be prepared. 
Finally, always ask for a sample so that you 
know exactly what you are getting. It is really 
important to know what to expect from your 
reclaimed wood."

She 
says, “There are plenty of options for flooring in 
the kitchen. Vinyl and vinyl planking is very 
popular today.

I always advise my customers 
to look at the wear warranty - which can range 
from 10-15 years - before malcing their final 
decision. Speaking to a specialist is really 
important to ensure that you get the best advice 
on flooring which will suit your kitchen, your 
lifestyle and your family’s needs.”

Add a 1cm seam allowance to this 
line and cut out. As the template is cut 
out through the two layers of the folded 
piece of paper, the curves will be 
exactly mirrored on the opposite side. 
Mark on the template the back and front 
of the pad. Lay the template onto the 
seat of the chair and mark the position 
of the two outer back spindles. Position 
and pin the template onto a double piece 
of fabric, with the right sides of the 
fabric facing each other, then cut out.

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2 1 Neaten the edges of the fabric 

I pieces by overlocking or zigzagging. 
Match the two pieces together with the 
right sides of the fabric facing. Place 
a pin on the two spindle positions, then 
around the front curve of the cover. 
Stitch, with a 1cm seam allowance, from 
the first pin, around the front curve to 
the second spindle pin - this will leave 
a gap in the back. 

3 1 Cut a length of zip to the same 
I length as the gap in the back of the 
cover, plus an extra 5cm. Pull open 3cm 
of the zip, then pull on the zip slider. This 
can be a bit fiddly, but with practice it is 
an easy process. To stop the slider from 
coming off, stitch across the plastic teeth 
at both ends. 

4 1 Stitch the prepared zip into the 

I opening using a zipper foot. With the 
right side of the fabric facing (the cover 
should not be turned through at this 
point) place the opened zip face down, 
matching the end with the zip slider to 
one end of the opening. Position the 
slider 3cm away from the end of the 
stitching, back into the cover - this will 
enable the zip to be stitched in place 
without the slider interfering with the 
stitching line. Pin one side of the zip in 
place, then stitch along the edge of the 
zip’s teeth. Pin the remaining side and 
stitch in place. Carefully thread the zip 
slider through to the right side, and turn 
the cover to the right side and press. 

5 1 Measure from the outer spindle to 
I the centre of the back of the chair. 
Add 2cm to this. Cut two lengths of 
fabric to this measurement, 7cm wide. 
Fold the strips in half lengthways, then 
stitch across one end and down the edge 
with a 5mm seam allowance. Turn the 
strip to the right side. This process is 
made easy with the aid of a rouleau loop 
turner. Tease out the corners and press. 
Malce a buttonhole at the end of one of 
the straps. 

6 1 Position the raw end of one of the 
I straps 1cm away from the end of the 
zip - it should be laying away from the 
zip. Sew the strap to the cover with 
a 5mm seam allowance. Fold the strap 
back over towards the zip, then stitch 
again - the raw end will be sandwiched 
inside the second line of stitching. Repeat 
the process with the remaining strap at 
the opposite end of the zip. Finally, stitch 
a button to the end of the other strap. 
Place the cushion pad inside the cover, 
zip closed, then wrap the straps around 
the chair back and button to secure.

holds, and it’s always handy to be in a good 
position to sell. 

Next, before you consider moving any 
walls, you need to know if they are load- 
bearing or not. Moving these types of walls 
requires you to contact local Building Control, 
just in case you need to adhere to any relevant 
building regulations. A job like this will also 
require expert help, which can substantially 
increase the cost and time it takes to complete 
the work. And it’s not just the walls themselves 
either - it is likely that there are electrics and 
maybe even plumbing running through them, 
which will need relocating. 

Talcing out a load-bearing wall will require 
detailed measurements to work out the length 
and weight of the steel beam needed to prop 
up any ceilings or floor joists. Your builder can 
do this work, but it’s wise to consult a building 
surveyor, architect or engineer. They will have 
professional indemnity insurance, which will 
be a lifesaver should something go wrong and 
you need to make a claim. 

If you are creating new walls, then these 
will need to be approved under Building 


hanging the floor plans 
of an older property 
I can be a great way of 
increasing space and making 
your home more convenient 
and attractive. However, before you make or 
even plan any changes to your current layout, 
you need to check a few things. You don’t want 
to damage your property or, even worse, 
reduce its value! 

To begin with, it’s worth finding out what 
impact any changes in layout might have on 
your property’s value and saleability. 

Increasing room sizes by reducing the number 
of bedrooms or reception rooms can mean that 
the price of your property will go down. A local 
property expert will have the expertise to 
advise you on this. I recommend looking for an 
estate agent who is also a member of the Royal 
Institute of Chartered Surveyors (RIGS). If you 
aren’t planning to leave your property for many 
years, then perhaps you don’t need to worry 
about its value right now, but it is always 
worthwhile making sure that it looks appealing 
to buyers. You never know what the future

Regulations. These rules require you to use the 
correct insulation - both from a thermal and 
noise perspective - and to ensure that they are 
fire resistant. 

If your property is listed, leasehold or has 
any covenants on it, then it is likely you will 
need to seek permission before you go ahead 
with any of your proposed changes. Bear in 
mind that approval can talce weeks or months 
and even then, you may be required to modify 
your original plans. If this is the case, you may 
decide it isn’t worthwhile to do the work after 
all. This is why it’s useful to involve any third 
party decision-malcers early on in the process - 
so that you don’t end up spending a lot of money 
on plans which may have to be scrapped. 

Moving walls can also mean adding new 
door or window openings. This may seem 
a relatively simple task, but these are covered 
by building regulations too. There are rules 
relating to fire risk, escape routes, ventilation, 
insulation and positioning - all of which may 
seem a bit petty or restrictive, but they have 
been put in place to protect you and your 
family should something go wrong. 

Each of these rules and regulations are 
well worth knowing about and sticking to. If 
you don’t, it is likely to affect any building 
regulation certificates you need. If you try to 
sell the property later, unapproved changes 
will come back to haunt you, and can be 
expensive to correct once the work has been 
done.
